Faced with death from starvation 
for more than five years, 38-year-old 
Wayne Roszman is approaching nor- 
malcy after undergoing 70 opera- 
tlons on his csophagus—all under 
general anaesthetic, 


Wayne, son of Mr. 
Ralph Roszman, was playing in his 
home near “Mecker, ©O., when he 
Y~of Tye.” The 
headed 83-year-old child swallowed 
several grains of the corrosive, 


Fortunately, the lye never reach- 
ed the youngster's stomach but 
lodged in the esophagus—the tube 
through which food passes from ‘the 
mouth to the stomach. Doctors 
were unable to help Wyne when 
scar tissue formed and constricted 
the esophagus just above the stomach 
entrance, 


Tho boy was unable to take 
nourishment and starvation seemed 
Inevitable. . 


SPECIALIST TAKES CHARGE 


The parents hurrled Wayne to 
Dr. Hugh G. Beatty, of Columbus, 
an expert in removing foreign 
objects from the throat and bron-

Dr. Beatty used an  esophngo- 
scope to expand the lower, part. of 
the scar-clogged channel and allow 
the boy to take Ilquid food. 


Describing the treatment he has

IXPERIMENTS in __ parachute- 
jumping for dogs are being 
carried out In tho Sovict Army, ace 
cording to an articlo in dhe German 
dog-breeders' Journal Der Hund, 
_ The idea {5 that, after Sovict sol- 
diers have Janded by parachute be- 
hind the lines in enemy territory, 
thelr messenger dogs should be able 
to follow them by the same means. 
One recent experiment was carried 
“out by a Sovict airman named 
Oswald. He climbed to a height of 
1,000 feet, and the dog ts said to have 
appeared unaffected by the height or 
‘the “pumping” of the machine, At 
1,800 fect an uutomatic parachute 
was atlached to the dog, which was 
then taken on to a platform on a 
wing of the plane.

“It's no good arresting and senten- 
cing the small fry. You've got to 
get after the big shot who's in the 
sbackground. Your forged $100 and 
$10 notes are not made by the ‘fences’ 
you arrest every now and then, and 
the blg shot can find two or three to 
replace every one arrested by your 
police. 

"Glve the 4fences’ a bit of third 
degree, as we do in the States, and 
you'll find that counterfeiting will 
‘soon cease. Do the sane with-your 
oplum and heroln divan-keepers,”
